Deposition of James Morrow. 

Petty Sessions, District of Lurgan, County of Armagh. 

Neal M‘Carron, Head Constable of Police, Complainant.— Samuel Tate and others, 
Defendants. 

The Deposition of James Morrow, of Tanaghmore West, in said county, taken in the 
presence and hearing of Samuel Tate, William Wright, William Humphry, Edward 
Murphy, William Castles, Thomas Humphry, William Steenson, Samuel iVl'Iveown, 
and Robert Major, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully and riotously assemble, 
with several other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did fire at and wound 
Charles M‘Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, on the 12th 
July 18C0, at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent saith, on his oath, that I live in Tanaghmore West ; I remember the 
12th July 1860 ; I was coming down at Mark Roney’s ; I was at my work ; heard the 
drums comino - , and ran across the fields; the drums were coming up past Denis Crim- 
mins-row ; I stood on the road till the drums came up ; the first I saw was William Castles, 
of Derrymacash, beating the drum; next I saw Cinnamon Hughes, of Aughacommon; iden- 
tifies William Castles as Bilty Addv, and also Cinnamon Hughes, who was playing the 
fife; also William Wright, of Carbet; Wright caught hold of Cinnamon Hughes by the 
neck, and swore if he would not come back and fight like a man he would knock the face 
of him; he brought Hughes back into the crowd with him; the next I saw was Christy 
Murphy (identified) in that crowd; James Tuik (identified), William Humphry, of Derry- 
macash (identified) ; that was all the boys I knew in the crowd at that time. I saw stones 
thrown on that occasion by both sides, and I saw James Turkington throwing stones there. 

I saw William Humphry have a gun in his hand, and 1 saw him fire the gun; he was about 
ten perches off John Tate’s house at the time he fired the said gun. 1 also saw Thomas 
Murphy, who was shot there on that occasion, and I saw him fall ; and the gun which 
William Humphry fired off was pointed in the direction of the spot where said Thomas 
Murphy was; I cannot say whether the shot took effect on Murphy or not, as three other 
guns were fired off at the same time from the same direction, and Murphy fell at that 
time. 

The stone-throwing and the firing of the guns began together at Derrymacash chapel ; 
the stone-throwing continued on until the crowd got to Sawney Tate’s house, then the gun- 
firing commenced; when I stated that the stone-throwing anti the firing at the chapel were 
simultaneous, I meant it was the pistol-firing that took place at the chapel. 

I would know plenty of people who were in the crowd at Mark Roney’s, if I would see 
them again, but I do not know their names ; identifies Edward Abraham throwing stones ; 
identifies Thomas Humphry, who was shooting a gun at Tate’s; he and two others fired off 
guns at the same time. The pistol-firing, which I first heard, took place before the stone- 
throwing commenced ; the pistol-firing took place whilst the Orangemen were approaching 
Derrymacash chapel. 

I heard seven gun-shots fired after the stone-throwing ceased ; there were not ten Catholics 
on the road at the time the guns were fired ; the first guns that were fired there only a lock 
of women and children on the road, and they took into the houses when they saw the balls 
coming. 

Thomas Murphy was wounded on that occasion ; when he fell, he told me to go for the 
priest for him. I know Charles M'Cann, and I saw him wounded on that occasion, and I 
saw him at the time he received the wound. 

All stone-throwing had ceased before those two men were wounded. 

The fifes and drums quit playing when they went to Tate’s. They were playing some 
tunes during the stone-throwing. 

The fifes and drums played occasional during all the time, from the time they arrived at 
the chapel until they got to Tate’s. 

. Cross- 
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Cross-examined. — I do not live at Mark Roney’s corner,- there were not ten people there 
when the drums were coining up ; I am a Roman Catholic myself, and the people who were 
standing there were Boman Catholics also; there were no stones thrown, nor could there 
have been without my knowledge until after the firing at the chapel. 

I do not know any of the Roman Catholic party who threw the stones on that occasion. 

I did not see a man in the Roman Catholic party on that occasion; the two persons, 
Murphy and M'Cann, who were wounded, formed part of the Roman Catholic party on 
that occasion. 

I was alone most of the time of the transaction, which last between a quarter and half an 
hour, and I was about four yards from M'Cann when he got the ball in his knee. I did 
not see either Murphy or M'Cann throwing stones on that occasion. 

I did not see Cinnamon Hughes from the time he was taken back into the crowd at Mark 
Roney’s during the time I was there. 

The deponent acknowledges himself to be bound in the sum of 20 l. to attend and 
prosecute, and give evidence in this case at the next general assizes to be held in this 
county.

The Deposition of Elizabeth Spellman, of Augbacommon, in said county, taken in the 
presence and hearing of defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully and 
riotously assemble, with several other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did fire 
at and wound Charles M'Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, 
on the 12th July 1800, at Augbacommon, in said county. 



The said deponent, Elizabeth Spellman, saith on her oath, that I live in Augbacommon, 
in this county. I was at Derrymacash chapel on 12th July 1S60, at the gate of the chapel ; 
I saw two men coming down the road on horseback, namely, Stevenson lurkington and 
Edward Murray ; they turned round, and gave a laugh ; Wi.liam Castles was in the crowd, 
beatim> the drum, and Christy Murphy was in the crowd, also beating the drum. Vv henever 
the crowd passed the chapel, some one from the crowd shouted “ to fire; ’ immediately after 
three shots were fired from pistols, and I saw two persons, namely, William Wright and 
William Castles, each fire a pistol on that occasion. I do not see William Castles present 
now, but I see William Wright present. . _ , 

I did not see any stones thrown before the shots were fired, but immediately alter tne 
shots were fired, stones were thrown, and wlnn the stones were thr ow n I went home. len 
at home, I saw James Turk (identified) throw stones ; I then saw William Wright shooting 
a pistol in through my mothei’s window ; I also saw Samuel Pickram throw stones in 
through my mother’s window. Afterwards, I saw a party running down towards late s, 
and I saw some persons coming out of 'fate’s house, with guns m their hands; 1 iear 
shots fired ; 1 saw Charles M‘Chmn and Thomas Murphy both of them fall; Murphy fell 
first, and M'Cann next; the crowd that was with the two boys then stopped, and the other 
party called for them to come on. 

I myself was struck with a stone at the chapel gate, but I cannot tell who done it. 

I saw Richard Murphy, who is now present, playing the fife at that period below my 
own house. 

I did not know any of the men who came out of Tate’s with the guns. 

At the time that the drum-beating party came up at tlie chapel gate, there were only a 
few girls standing along with me at the gate ; two shots were fired when they were coming 
up, but no stones had then been thrown by the persons with me, or at the Orange party, up 
to that time. _ _ , .. , 

Cross-examined.— I did not see any stones thrown from or by the Roman Catholic party 
on that day. Every word that 1 have sworn to-day is perfectly true ; and it is all equally 
true. X persist in swearing that Richard Murphy, who is now present, and whom 1 now 
identify, was in the crowd playing the fife on that evening. . , 

I saw no men in the Roman Catholic party at all ; saw some boys and children in the 
crowd ; there were grown-up men, but not married men, in the crowd. 

I am quite sure that I saw both the brothers, Richard Murphy and Christy Murphy, in 
the crowd on that occasion. 
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The said Elizabeth Spellman acknowledges herself to be bound in the sum of 20 Z. to 
attend and give evidence, and prosecute at the next assizes to be held in county of 
Armagh.

Deposition of Patrick Carr. 

Petty Sessions, District of Lurgan, County of Armagh. 

Real M'Carron, Head Constable of Police, Complainant. — Samuel Tate and others. 
Defendants. 

The Deposition of Patrick Carr, of Aughacommon, in said county, taken in the presence 
and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully and 
riotously assemble, with several other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did fire 
at and wound Charles M‘Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, 
on the 12th July 1860 , at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, Patrick Carr, saith on his oath, that I remember the 12 th July- 
last ; I was at the chapel gate, when the Protestant party came by ; I was walking through 
them going to school, when one of the party drew his fist and struck me, and knocked me 
down, and whilst I was down, and after I rose again, another man drew a pistol and fired it; 
when I got out of the crowd, four shots were fired at the chapel by the persons in the 
Protestant party; Christy Murphy, who is now present, is the only person that I can 
identify who was in the crowd at that time ; he was playing the tune of the “ Protestant 
Boys ” on the fife at that time, and he played very wicked at the chapel when the shots 
were fired. A man was stripped ; he lifted a stone, and threw it at the Catholic party, but 
I do not know who that man was. The Orange party then went on towards Tate’s, and 
dared the Catholics to come after them. I saw Samuel Tate come out of the crowd, and 
kneel down, and he fired a gun, and then Tom Murphy fell ; I have seen the same Samuel 
Tate in the dock this day; I saw John Matthews lift Murphy off the ground where he had 
fallen. 

I had been going to the chapel on that evening for the purpose of going to school there to 
learn my catechism ; the Rev. Mr. Morgan had asked me to go for that purpose; at the 
time the Orange party came up to the chapel there were just a lock of girls at it. 

I did not see the Orange party attacked, or stones thrown at them on that occasion before 
they came up to the chapel. 

Cross-examined. — I cannot say whether the Protestant party or the Roman Catholic party 
threw the most stones on that occasion, but the Protestant party threw the first stones; I 
cannot say that the chapel was struck on that occasion, either by ball or stone, or any- 
thing else. 

The Rev. Mr. Morgan, the Roman Catholic priest of the parish, came to me on that day, 
and appointed with me to come to the chapel on that evening to learn my catechism ; I 
know a good many men who were there of the Roman Catholic party, but I cannot name 
any of them who threw stones; 1 saw James Morrow in the Catholic party on that occa- 
sion, and he ran with them after they were dared to do so by the Orange party. 

The said Patrick Carr acknowledges to be bound in the sum of 20 l. to attend and give 
his evidence, and prosecute at the next general assizes to be held in and for the county of 
Armagh.

The Deposition of Felix M'Cann, of Aughacommon, in said county, taken in the presence 
and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully and riot- 
ously assemble, with other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did fire at and 
wound Charles M'Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, on 
the 12lh July I860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 



The said deponent, Felix M'Cann, saith on his oath, that I live in Aughacommon ; I 
was on the road in Aughacommon on the 12th July 1860; I saw William Wright and 
William Castles, each of them filing at Widow Spellman’s window; William Wright is 
here present to-day, but I do not see William Castles, of the Gravel-hole, who was along 
with Wright on that occasion, here to-day; shortly after, in about 10 minutes, I saw 
Samuel Tate, who is present heie to-day, fire off a gun and then retreat back, loaden her, 
and fire her off again ; after Tate fired the second shot, I saw my brother, Charles M'Cann, 
fall to the ground ; I helped up my brother after he had fallen, and brought him up to his 
cousin’s house ; I saw a man of the name of Cinnamon Hughes at the chapel on that occa- 
sion, and I do see him, Cinnamon Hughes, in the dock now. 

Cross-examined. — The first shot that Samuel Tate fired hit Thomas Murphy, and he fell, 
and the second shot fired by the said Samuel Tate struck my brother, Charles M'Cann, 
who also fell ; five minutes might have elapsed between the two shots; I saw Tate charge 
the gun, a single-barrelled gun, a second time. 

1 saw Christy Murphy, who is now present, in the crowd on that occasion, playing the 
file at the chapel, and down below it ahit there were no stones thrown at the lime the filing 
was going on ; I did not see any other person than Christy Murphy playing the fife on that 
occasion. 

The said Felix M'Cann acknowledges to he bound in the sum of 20 Z. to attend and give 
evidence, and prosecute at the next assizes to be held in and for the county of Armagh.

The Deposition of Elizabeth M'Cann, of Aughacommon, in said county, taken in the 
presence and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully 
and riotously assemble, with other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did tire 
at and wound Charles M'Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, 
on the 12 th July 1860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, Elizabeth M'Cann, saith on her oath, that I live in Aughacommon, 
and I recollect 12 th July last; was at Mark Honey’s at the time that William Wright and 
Cinnamon Hughes were there; Wright caught Hughes by the shoulder, and cursed 
Hughes to come on like a man, and fight like a man, for they would be up to the knees in 
Papish blood that evening; I saw no harm done to the chapel at that time ; when 1 heard 
the shots goino- on, I retreated down after my brother, Charles M'Cann; I then saw 
Samuel Tate and William Wright firing off guns; they are both present here to-day ; after 
the shots were fired, my brother was shot at that time; he got one ball out of bam late s 
gun, and four out of Wright’s gun; I saw Samuel Tate and William Wright point their 
guns at my brother; mv brother fell'after the shots were fired; 1 saw Samuel late go to 
his knees and fire the gun; my brother had his back turned to Tate, when late fired at 
him ; William Wright was convenient to Samuel Tate when Tate fired the gun ; my brother 
was struck upon his thigh by the first shot fired by Samuel Tate, and he was struck upon 
his hip by the second shot fired by the said William Wright; he fell when he got the 
second shot. There was very little difference in the position in wbicn my brother was 
standing between the time he received the first shot in his knee and the second shot in his 

^ now see a man present who says his name is Christy Murphy ; I saw him at Mark 
Roney’s comer before the shots were fired ; heard music, and first saw the procession 
3 l6. A 3 betWe6U 
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between Denis Crimmins and Mark Roney’s; music was being played when I first saw the 
procession; I watched them going down the road towards the chapel, and they were still 
playing the music. 

After my brother was struck by the first shot, he changed his position a little before he 
received the second shut. 

Cross-examined. — I did not see any stones thrown by anybody on that occasion, nor did 
I see any stones flying as if they had been thrown. 

Sam Tate fired the first gun that I saw, night ; William Wright was standing beside 
Tate ; the first shot that Tate fired, Thomas Murphy fell ; and my brother got a ball on his 
thigh at exactly the same time that Murphy was hit. 

William Wright fired the second shot in about three minutes after Tate had fired; 
Wright’s shot hit my brother on his back ; I did not see any shots fired but the two, one of 
them by Tate, and the other by Wright; but I heard several other shots fired besides. 

The said Elizabeth M'Cann acknowledges to be bound in the sum of 20 l. to attend and 
give evidence, and prosecute at the next general assizes to be held in and for said county 
of Armagh.

Deposition of Patrick Hennon. 

Petty Sessions, District of Lurgan, County of Armagh. 

Neal M'Carron, Head Constable of Police, Complainant.— Samuel Tate and others, 
Defendants. 

The Deposition of Patrick Hennon, of Aughacommon, in said county, taken in the 
presence and bearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully 
and riotously assemble, with other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did fire at 
and wound Charles M'Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, on 
the 12th July 1860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, Patrick Hennon, saith on his oath, that I live in Aughacommon; 

I recollect 12th July last, and I saw the procession first at Walsh’s Hill, opposite to Mark 
Roney’s ; they went on towards the chapel ; Christy Murphy fired two shots at the chapel; 

I saw him ; he is now in the dock with a big beard ; they then went on down the length of 
Samuel Tate’s. Samuel Tate then turned round, and he fired a gun, the ball from which 
guu shot myself in the ball of my leg; and at the same time Thomas Murphy was also 
shot, apd he fell to the ground ; at that time, and after Murphy fell, I saw Cinnamon Hughes, 
with his coat off, standing beside Samuel Tate, and he, Cinnamon Hughes, was throwing 
stones ; I did not see any shot fired but the one. 

I was wounded myself, below the chapel, and I had been at the chapel before the Orange 
party arrived at ; there was a small party of hoys and girls also at the chapel ; whilst I was 
at the chapel, Christy Murphy fired two shots; stones' had been thrown by both sides, and 
before the first shots were fired stones had been thrown; after I was wounded more firing 
took place ; stones were thrown by both sides between the first firing and the second 
firing. 

A pistol-shot was fired before they came up to the chapel, and stones had been thrown 
by both sides before that. 

It was near to Tate’s where I was struck, and I was nearer to Tate’s than to the chapel 
when I was struck, and stones were thrown before they came to the chapel. 

Samuel Tate was at his own house when he fired the shot which struck me, and then 
Thomas Murphy fell ; the Orangemen had passed the chapel before I left it; after the shots 
were fired the stone-throwing began at the chapel. 

. Cross-examined.— I live between the chapel and Roney’s, and I was on the bray of the 
hill when the Orangemen were coming up. 

The Orangemen turned round and fared off something at the lumps of boys and girls then 
on the road ; they were jandering at one another, and the mob went on breaking windows. 
The Roman Catholic party were throwing stones over the hedges at the Orange party, and 
the Orange party fired back at the Roman Catholic party. 

Stones were thrown by the Catholic party, who pursued the Orange party down the 
road after the shots were fired at the chapel. I did not see any harm done by the shots 
that were fired at the chapel, nor by any shots, until they got down to Tate’s. I saw the 
shots fired at Tate’s. 

I threw stones myself when the rest of the other party were throwing stones ; I threw two 
stones myself at the lime the shots were fired at the chapel. I did not see Sam Tate in the 
procession at all; nor until I got down near to his own house. Murphy was standing beside 

me 
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me when Sam Tate fired the shot, and he fell just after the shot was fired ; after he fired 
shot, and whenever he saw Murphy, fall, he held up the gun and whurrawed. 

Deponent wishes to state now, with regard to the firing and the throwing of the stones in 
the first insiance, that they began with the firing at the chapel, and then they began to 
throw stones. 

The said deponent acknowledges himself to be bound in the sum of 20 /. to attend 
and give evidence, and prosecute at the next general assizes to be held in and for the 
county Armagh.

Deposition of Bernard M‘Cann. 

Petty Sessions, District of Lurgan, County of Armagh. 

Neal M'Carron, Head Constable of Police, Complainant. — Samuel Tate and others, 

Defendants. 

The Deposition of Bernard M'Cann, of Aughacommon, in said county, taken in the 
presence and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully 
and riotously assemble, with other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did fire at 
and wound Charles M'Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, on 
the 12th July I860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, Bernard M'Cann, saith on his oath, that I live in Aughacommon. 
I remember Thursday evening, 12th July last, when the Protestant party passed by; I was 
standing at my lather’s house, between Mark Roney’s house and the chapel. Both 
parties were throwing stones at each other, and the Protestant party were shooting at 
the Catholics. I went clown below my father’s house, a little below it, when Thomas 
Humphry and Samuel Tate kneeled down and shot at me; 1 received a wound in my 
arm ; the ball or pellet went through iny arm, and it hit me on my leg ; I turned round 
after I was hit, and I saw Thomas Murphy, who called that he was killed ; Murphy 
fell. Thomas Humphry and Samuel Tate are now present, and they are the same 
persons who fired at me on that evening. After Murphy said he was shot, I was unable 
to keep him, and I saw Charles M'Cann helping Murphy up off the ground. I turned 
home as soon as I could. 

I saw Samuel M'Auley throwing stones up at the Catholics ; he was standing beside the 
hoys who were firing. 

When the crowd were going past my father’s house, I saw William Castles, who is now 
present, and Christy Murphy, in the crowd ; shots had been fired from the crowd, and 
both those men, Castles and Murphy, were in the crowd when the shots were fired. I 
cannot identify any others who were present on that occasion. 

At the time I was wounded, I saw both stones throwing and firing from the Orange 
party ; I did not lift a stone nor fire a shot on that occasion ; my father’s house is about 
half-way between the chapel and Tate’s house ; before they passed my father’s house they 
fired several shots ; they had passed the chapel and my father’s house, and returned and 
came up the road again, aud after they had so returned, I was struck, and Thomas Murphy 
was struck ; they came back and whuzzawed. 

Cross-examined. — The Orangemen came up the road a piece when they were going to 
shoot ; I did not notice the drums coming back from Tate’s; the first shot that fired coming 
up from Tate’s was fired by Samuel Tate and Thomas Humphry ; they both kneeled down 
and fired together, and I cannot tell which of the shots hit me. 

I did not see who fired the shots at the chapel ; I cannot tell who was playing the fife 
or beating the drum. 

At the time that both parties were throwing the stones, the Catholic party were pursuing 
the Orange party, and the Orange party fired back at the Catholic pariy. 

There were a good many of the Catholic party there ; as old as I am I cannot tell the 
name of a single Catholic who threw stones ; I swear 1 cannot tell the names of any one of 
the Catholic party who were present on that occasion ; I did not see any stones coming over 
the hedges at the Orangemen. 

Deponent acknowledges to be bound in the sum of 20 l. to attend and give evidence, and 
prosecute at the next general assizes to be held in and for the county of Armagh.

The Deposition of John Haybum, of Aughacommon, in said county, taken in the pre- 
sence and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully and 
riotously assemble, with other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did tire at 
and wound Charles M'Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, on 
the 12th July 1860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, John Haybum, saith on his oath, that I live in Aughacommon ; I 
recollect the evening of the 12th July last; I saw Siephenson Tuikington, and a son of 
Murray’s on horseback; I also saw William Wright and William Castles, of Derrymacash, 
in the procession on that occasion; William Wright was playing the fife, and William 
Castles was beating the drum ; both those men are now present in court ; they passed on to 
the chapel, at which some pistol-shots were fired; no stones were thrown before the shots 
were fired, and when the shots were fired a lot of women and children were present; I saw 
the Orange mob throwing stones hack at the lock of Catholics who were behind ; they 
followed on to the school-house, and it was there they took to the stone-throwing on both 
sides; the school-house adjoins the chapel graveyard. The stone-throwing and pistol- 
firing continued on to Walsh’s Lonen, from the Orange party back upon the Catholics. At 
this lime I saw four or five men coming up at Tate’s house, and they fired at the Catholics ; 
I know two of the men, namely, Bill Humphry and Tom Humphry, who fired at that time ; 
they are both now present in court, and when they fired Thomas Murpliy fell on the edge 
of the footpath ; the Catholics, when they saw the balls coming, turned back; afterwards 
I saw Cbailes M'Cann and Bernard M'Cann wounded. Walsh’s Lane is 18 perches or 
thereabouts from Tate’s house, on the chapel side; the Catholic party were turning and 
coming home before the firing bad begun; the stone-throwing bad ceased at this time, 
and the Catholic party were coming up towards the chapel when the Orangemen fired at 
them, or upon them. When I first saw the Orange party, some of them had colours in 
their breasts, and Billy W right, to the best of my knowledge, was playing the "Protestant 
Boys;” the party had Orange-coloured ribbons in their breasts. 

No stone-throwing took place until after the Orange party bad passed the chapel. 

Cross-examined.— Part of the Orange party reside at Tamfacarbit and part in Derryadd ; 
the Derryadd men were on their road home, and they had to pass this chapel on their way 
home, but they had not come up that way in the morning ; I am not aware they were 
to have gone home that way in the evening ; 1 was at my work when they came up to 
Mr. Crimmins ; had been at my work when the party came up ; there were a party of boys 
like myself (I am aged about 22); I cannot tell how many there were altogether; there 
were more women and children than boys. It was at the chapel I first heard the pistols 
firing from the mob ; nobody was hurt at that time ; they were tiring the pistols among the 
Catholic mob. They then went on towards Tate’s ; the chapel was not wrecked, nor any 
injury done to it whatever. I threw a stone myself when the party had passed the chapel, 
and they continued on firing the pistols ; 1 threw stones after I had passed the chapel, and 
I did not see any harm or injury done to the chapel when I began to throw the stones ; 
I myself had not received the slightest injury or molestation when I began to throw the 
stones, and before I had begun to throw the stones, my sister had received a pickle of shot 
from a pistol on her cheek; there was more than one pistol fired; there were women with 
the Protestant party on their way home ; there were showers of stones thrown on both 
sides, and they continued at the stones and firing of pistols until they got to Tate’s, and 
then the gun-shooiing commenced. 

Re-examined. — States, that the way past the chapel was not the way for the Carbit men 
to go home on that occasion.

The Deposition of Catherine Doon, of Derrymacash, in said county, Liken in the presence! 
and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully and 
riotously assemble with other persons armed with guns and pistols, and did fire at and 
wound Charles M‘Cann, Thomas Murphv, and others, with intent to kill them, on the 
12tli July 18 G 0 , at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, Catherine Doon, saiih, on her oath, that I live in Derrymacash, in 
this county, and I recollect the 12th July last, about six o’clock on the evening of that day, 

I had been in our own bogs weeding potatoes, and near to Mr. Forde’s porter lodge ; when 
1 was in the bog I heard a great noise, and shooting guns ; I ran out of the bog, and up to- 
the lodge. The first thing I saw when I got there, was Tom Humfry on the middle of the 
road, charging' or loading a gun ; he is now present in court. He was put in through the 
gate by Matthew M*Cann, and then he went up to Mr. Forde’s avenue ; he fired that time 
straight foreninst, or down the road where the Catholic crowd were standing, and a branch 
of a tree fell when he had shot off the gun. I saw Dicky M urphv ; he had a bunch of 
orange ribbons in his breast ; he was not near to Humphries when he fired. I saw Joseph 
Haddock, who lives near the police barrack, at the High Mass; he was just after Dick 
Murphy, and followed him into the avenue. 

Before I had got up to Mr. Forde’s gate a boy, who says his name is Sam M'Keown, and 
who is now present, he put a pistol up to my face, and he swore he would blow it through 
me ; I put up my hand, and pushed him off to save myself, and as I turned round, I felt a 
shot coming about me ; some boy was standing fair forenent me with a gun in his hand, 
which he had fired, and 1 saw the smoke from it. I cannot say whether the shot which I 
received was from a gun or from a pistol; the shot or lead which struck me on my cheek, 
went through my face on to my teeth, where it broke, and I took it out of my mouth in two 
pieces ; I was aiso struck in my neck, my shoulder, and my breast, with pickles of shot or 
hail. I would not know the boy who fired the gun, and I cannot say that the gun was 
fired at me. 

I saw Catharine MTlduff on the new road near 10 Mr. Forde’s entrance; she was lying 
down on the road, and she was a beating by two or three boys, whom I did not know. 

I see Thomas Humphry in court; he was there on that occasion. 

Cross-examined .— 1 live in Derrymacash, and Thomas Humphry, whom I have identified, 
lives in Derryadd. There are two Richard Murphys ; one of them was present. 

Dicky Murphy and Haddock were doing nothing, walking up the aveuue together. 

Going by Mr.' Forde’s grounds would enable the persons then there to go to Derryadd 
without going over Wolfe’s Island Hill, where the Catholics were assembled. A great 
number of the Protestants went home through Mr. Forde’s grounds to Derryadd, to avoid 
going over Wolfe’s Island Hill. It was the girls belonging to the Protestant party that 
threw the stones, from the inside of the gate, at the Catholic party; but I did not see any 
stones thrown by the Catholic girls.

Thomas Humphries, and he had a gun. I saw Edward Murphy also he had a gun in his 
hand, and he threw her up, and said, “ There was another man shot. Identifies Castles, 
Humphries, and Murphy, all of whom are now present; at the time that Murphy threw up 
the gun I had heard a shot filed immediately before it; they began to throw stones at me ; 
this was between Sammy Tate’s and the chapel ; I ran on, and 1 was fired at, and was 
wounded in my back and neck ; it was about the same time that M urphy threw up the gun 
that I received the wounds 

I saw Thomas Humphries with a gun in his hand, in Mr. Forde’s avenue, and I heard 
him swear if they would not go away he would shoot them. 

Cross-examined.— I was at "my work in Wolfe’s Island when I heard the shots and shout- 
ing ; came to James Walsh’s Lonen, and passed Mr. Forde’s gate and Tate’s house; stones 
were thrown when I passed the Protestant party. I do not know who fired the shot that 
wounded me. .

The Deposition of Terence M'llldufF, of Derrymacasb, in said county, taken in the 
presence and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully 
and riotously assemble, with other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did fire 
at and wound Charles M'Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, 
on the 12th July 1860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 



The said deponent, Terence MTllduff, saith, on his oath, that I remember the 12th July 
last, and the evening of that day ; the first place I saw the Orange or Protestant party on 
that evening was at Mr. Forde’s cottage; when I came forward, 1 heard William Abraham 
shouting “To hell with the Pope ;” I passed on to bring my brother home, and passing through 
the crowd some person, whom 1 do not know, struck me with a stone; I turned round, and. 
asked who done it; a young man, with a two-handed stick in his hand, swore he would 
knock the head off me if I would cheer ; some one knocked him down, and I returned back 
towards Mr. Forde’s avenue, where I saw two men abusing my sister, Alice M'lllduff; 1 do 
not know who they were, but I took them off her. Alexander Murphy, who was inside 
the wires, threw a stone over at me, and he struck me on my cheek at this time; William 
Steenson, of Ardmere, fired a shot down Mr. Forde’s entrance, the shot or hail from which 
struck me on my buskins, and I counted the marks of two pickles when I went home. 

I have this day seen William Steenson, who fired the shot, and he is now present. It 
was six o’clock in the evening when I heard the report that the chapel was wrecked, and in 
consequence of the rumour I left the horses in the field for the purpose of protecting the 
chapel ; my brother Murty also run for the same purpose. I had no gun, nor did I see 
one in the possession of any of the Catholic party on that day. I was going towards the 
chapel when the attack was made upon me, and I did not strike any person on that 
occasion. 

I would not have gone near the Orangemen on that occasion if I had not heard that the 
chapel was wrecked. 

Cross-examined. — I don’t think there were more than eight boys, or young men of the 
Catholic party, and I did not see any weapons of any description in the hands of any of the 
Catholic party. After the stir was over, the Catholics, who were going back, had bits of 
sticks in their hands.

The Deposition of James M'Geouue, of JBallynamoney, in said county, taken in the 
presence and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully 
and riotously assemble, with other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and did fire 
at and wound Charles M‘Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, 
on the 12 th July I860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, James M'Geoune, of Ballynamoney, in the county of Armagh, saith, 
on his oath, that I remember the evening of the 12th of July I860 ; I was in my own house 
at this side of Mark Roney’s, when the Orangemen went by ; they were playing the drums 
when they went by; when they had past my house 1 went out after them, and when they 
got to the hill, round Mark Roney’s corner, I heard shots fired. When I got up there 
was a clodding match of stones, and the Orangemen still turning round and firing back 
with pistok, were throwing stones ; this was forenenst the chapel ; then I done all I could 
to makepeace. I saw a boy, who is now present, of the name of Edward Abraham; he 
was amongst the Orange party, and I saw him turn round and fire a pistol several times at' 
the Catholics. Shortly afterwards I saw Thomas Murphy fall to the ground, and I had. 
seen a man fall on his knee, and present a gun, and shoot, but I do not know who the man 
was who fired that shot; as soon as the gun was shot Murphy fell. I saw Charles M'Cann 
there on that occasion, and I know that Bernard ’ M-Cann was shot in his arm on that 
occasion, for he showed me the shot. 

I saw Cinnamon Hughes, who is now present, in the crowd; also James Turkington; 
also a man who says his name is Richard Murphy, there also ; Cinnamon Hughes was in 
the crowd when they began to five the pistols, and then he turned out; saw James Turk- 
ington further down below the chapel, and he was throwing stones; Richard Murphy, whom 
I saw theie, he was rather in front of the gathering when they were going by my door; 
they were playing drums at that time ; I saw orange ribbons tied on the breasts of several 
of the persons in = the Orange ground when they were passing ray house ; I also saw the 
drums and fifes with them, and heard them playing, but I do not know the tunes, and I 
saw James Turkington, Cinnamon Hughes, and Edward Abraham in the procession before 
they came to the chapel ; when the Catholic party had got to the end of Walsbe’s-lane, 
they were on their return back, and were stopped", when they were shot by the Orange 
party; the boys who were shot were on their return back when they were shot; Murphy 
got the ball in bis back, and not a stone, was thrown at the time these shots were fired, 
but no stones were thrown at the time that Murphy was shot; I then returned home. 
The colours which I saw exhibited on the breasts of several of the Orange party, on that 
occasion, were calculated to create animosity between the minds of Protestants and 
Catholics, and had that tendency, and, I would think, they would irritate and make the 
Catholics angry. 

Cross-examined.— The Orange party were perfectly quiet, and no one gave them ahy 
offence; when they were passing my house, they were beating their drums and playing the 
fifes ; I saw Cinnamon Hughes when the crowd passed my house; I think he was playing 
the fife, but l am not quite sure. 

After the Orange party passed my house, I went out on to the road, and then I heard a 
shot from the Orange party. I think there was a shot from the crowd before Cinnamon 
Hughes singled himself out from the crowd ; the crowd had not got up to the chapel at all 
when Hughes singled himself out ; the first place where the firing began was on the hill 
going from Mark Roney’s to the chapel, and when they came forenenst the chapel, they 
fired up at it ; Cinnamon Hughes was on his own road home when I first saw' him singling 
himself out, but he was pulled back again. When I was near to the chapel, Arthur 
Malcomson called upon me to help to make peace, and both he and I did our endeavours 
to make peace. I saw stones coming Irom both parties, and stones might have come from 
the Catholic party from behind the hedges. 

I am quite sure that it was Richard Murphy, who is now present, that I saw in the crowd 
when passing rav house, on that occasion ; Samuel Tate, I know him.

The Deposition of Denis Stewart, of Derrymacash, in said county, taken in the presence 
and hearing of the defendants, who stand charged, that they did unlawfully and 
riotously assemble with other persons armed with guns and pistols, and did fire at and 
wound Charles M‘Cann, Thomas Murphy, and others, with intent to kill them, on the 
12th July 1860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, Denis Stewart, of Derrymacash, saith, on his oath, “ that l live in 
Derrymacash, at the other side of the chapel from this. I recollect 12th July last ; on the 
evening of that day I was at my work in the Moss; I heard shots fired, and I heard a 
whizzan ; I also heard the chapel was a wrecking ; I came up as far as Mr. Forde’s gate- 
house, and beyond it ; the first person that I saw of the Orange party was William Castles, 
of the Gravel Hole, in Derrymacash; I asked him if the chapel was wrecked, and he said 
it was not ; Matthew M'Cann was with me, and we then turned to go home; when we got 
back as far as Mr. Forde’s gate house, Thomas Humphry was there, and he presented a gun 
at us, and he swore he would shoot us ; the same Thomas Humphry is now present, and he 
swore by his Holy Saviour he would shoot us ; he then shot and fired the gun, and to avoid 
the shot, I dropped to the ground; I heard the branches in the plantation cracking with the 
shot, and at same time James Hennon was struck by two pickles of shot; I heard him 
shouting that he was shot immediately after the shot had been fired by the said Thomas 
Humphrey. 

James Hennon, an aged man, lives in Derrymacash ; saith, that in the mouth of the 
new road, at Mr. Forde’s lodge, I saw a girl of the name of Catherine M'lllduff getting a 
beating from John M'Keown, who is now present, and identified; he had a hold of her by 
the hair of her head, and he kicked her; she was lying on the ground at the time, and he 
had stones in his other hand ; at same time I was struck on my shoulder with a stick ; I do 
not know who struck me ; I was also struck with a stone at same time ; by whom I do not 
know. 

I saw Alexander Murphy, of Derryadd, there ; he had a gun in his hand, and he swore 
by his Holy Jesus, would no man give him a cap till he would shoot. 

I saw each and every one of the persons now present in the dock, except William 
Humphries, on the road on that evening ; I did not see them doing anything ; I saw Samuel 
Tate that evening on the road forenenst his own door ; the names of the persons now in the 
dock are William Steenson, Thomas Humphries, Cinnamon Hughes, Christy Murphy, 
Samuel M'Keown, Samuel Tate, Alexander Murphy, Edward Murphy, John M'Keown, 
William Wright, James Turkington, Edward Abraham, Edward Murphy, William Castles, of 
Ballynany, Richard Murphy, in custody, Diky William Castles, of Derrymacash, Samuel 
Pickram, and William Humphrey, in dock, whom I did not see on the road. 
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In consequence of the report that the chapel was wrecked, I and several others came down 
to see if it was the case. We were determined to turn and go back home when we heard the 
chapel was not wrecked ; I had no gun, no pistol, nor any other weapon with me, and I 
came down to protect the chapel. 

I saw an Orange ribbon tied on Richard Murphy’s breast on that evening. Thomas 
Humphries was standing on the road that I would have taken to go to the chapel at the 
time that he fired at me. I had said nothing to him, nor had I made any attack on him 
when he fired at me. I heard shouts from the Orange party; I heard the Pope cursed 
different times after they had passed the chapel. I do not know any of the persons who 
used those expressions. 

Cross examined. — l did not see another Richard Murphy, who is also now present, but 
not in custody, on the road on that evening. My object or purpose in going up "was to pro- 
tect the chapel, and to oppose any persons who might be wrecking the chapel ; I had no 
gun or pistol in my hand ; I had a stick of wood in my hand, a little bit of a stick, which 
I got in the planting; I had not a stone in my hand on that night. I know people of the 
name of M'Tamney ; I did not see any of them there ; they are Roman-catholics. 

Deponent acknowledges himself to be bound to attend and give his evidence, and prose- 
cute at the next general assizes to be held in and for the county of Armagh.

The said deponent, Felix Hennon, saith on his oath, that I live in Derrymacash, and 
I recollect the 12th July last. I was at my work when I heard the report of the guns 
about the chapel ; I looked round, and I heard another report of guns, and I saw the 
smoke down towards the bridge; I ran to go to my own house. I got up on to the main 
road; l saw people running towards the bridge, and I heard a boy shouting, “Are you not 
running, and the chapel a wrecking?” I ran on to Mr. Forde’s cottage gates; the first 
man I seen with a gun was Thomas Humfries, of Derryadd; he had no coat ou, nor cap on 
his head. I saw him wielding the gun with both hands round him. I looked round again, 
and I seen Matthew M'Cann and John Humphries helping to shut the gates; I looked 
round again, and I seen Bernard M'lllduff receiving a shot in his neck, and he fell off his 
feet. I helped to lift him up, and the blood was streaming out of him. 

When I got him lifted up, I myself received a blow of a two-handed stick on my left 
shoulder, and two minutes before I saw Samuel Ruddell, of Carbet, and I seen him about 
two minutes before it, getting a stick in his hand out of the plantation. 

I also saw John Humphries walking up Mr. Forde’s avenue, to the other party, and 
when he seen the guns in the Orange people’s hands up the avenue, he ran off the avenue, 
and into the planting. 1 also saw the guns in the Orange people’s hands ; I was standing 
forenenst the opening of the gate ; I heard a voice saying to me, “ Are you going to stand to 
be shot? at that time I saw Thomas Humphrys with a gun in his hand, he was taking aim 
at me; l jumped forward into the shade of the metal post of the gate, and the gun was 
fired at that time by Thomas Humphry, of Derryadd ; I received a pickle or two of shot, 
hitting the cap then on my head, where I was standing at the metal post. 

I saw William Castles, of Derrymacash, in the gathering, but I did not see him doing 
anything. When I got to the bridge, I heard the Pope cursed by some person I did not 
- know. 

I saw two boys whom I didn’t know; they had orange ribbons in their breasts. I would 
have gone home to my own house if I had not heard the report that the chapel was 
wrecked. 

Cross-examined. — I had neither stone, stick, nor nothing in my hands on that evening. 
X saw stones thrown by the Roman-catholic party at the Orange party. After the shots 
were fired, there were just two stones thrown that I seen. I did not see William 
.316. B 3 Humphries, 
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Humphries, the widow’s son there on that occasion, nor did I see Richard Murphy, the 
son of Saunders Murphy, there at all; the man that I struck with my fist was a stranger, 
and he had a weapon in his hand to strike Terry MTllduff, at the time that I struck him 
with my fist. 

Deponent acknowledges himself to be bound in 20 Z. to attend and give evidence and 
prosecute at the next General Assizes to be held in and for the County of Armagh.

The Deposition of John Spellman, of Aughacommon, in said county, taken in the pre- 
sence and hearing of Samuel Tate and others, defendants, who stand charged, that they 
did unlawfully assemble with several other persons, armed with guns and pistols, and 
did fire at and wound Charles M'Cann, Thomas Murphy and others, with intent to kill 
them, on the 12th July 1860, at Aughacommon, in said county. 

The said deponent, John Spellman, of Aughacommon, saith, on his oath, that I remem- 
ber the 12th July last; I was standing at Mark Roney’s corner, about six o’clock in the 
evening, when I saw William Wriglit and Cinnamon Hughes coming up the road ; 
Cinnamon Hughes stepped out of the Orange party to go home his own road, when William 
Wright gript him by the neck, and swore if he would not come on and fight like a man, lie 
would strike him ; I cannot tell whether Cinnamon Hughes went on or not, but the party 
went on by Mark’s corner ; there was a few boys along with me, and we walked behind 
the party till they came near to the chapel ; they then began to fire and to cheer, and 
stones came in from the Orange party among the persons with whom I was. We ran in ; 
William Wright was at the chapel gate ; at the time he had a pistol in his hand which he 
presented at me, and he swore he would blow my brains out ; the stone-throwing continued ; 
and the next place I saw him, William Wright, was at the end of George M'Conville’s 
house ; he turned round, and fired off a pistol at George M'Convilie, who was then standing 
within half a yard of his own house. 

1 then pushed on as fast as I could to my mother’s house, where I saw the same William 
Wright firing off a pistol through a window of my mother’s house ; at the same time I saw 
Samuel Pickram throwing stones through tlie same window. 

I now see William Wright, Samuel Pickram, and Cinnamon Hughes, all in the dock. 

I also saw William Castles, of Venagh or Bullynary, firing a gun at Sammy Tate’s, and 
at the time that he fired the gun Charles M'Canu was wounded ; I cannot say whether the 
shot fired irom Castles’ gun hit M'Cann or not. I did not see Thomas Murphy fall. 

At the time the Orange party came up to the chapel they were playing the tune of the 
“ Protestant Boys;” I saw orange and blue ribbons in William Wright’s button-hole of 
his waistcoat ; he had no coat on him at that time ; I also saw ribbons on others, whom 
I didn’t know. 

Cross-examined. — I live about 50 perches from Mark Roney’s, and went up there for 
tobacco ; there were five or six boys there at Mark’s corner ; I had stones in my hands 
on that evening ; I threw one or two stones at the Orange party on that occasion ; I thought 
it was time to throw the stone when the house was a wrecking ; I had thrown the first stone 
before the house was a wrecking. 

I know William Wright to be an Orangeman because of the ribbons he wore ; he lives in 
Carbet, and it was not his way home to go past the chapel. I will not venture to swear 
that there was another Carbet Orangeman in that crowd on that evening. When the first 
stones were thrown, I was about four perches on the road towards the chapel ; the Orange- 
men were on before, and I was proceeding after them ; six of us boys did go after them, 
also children and women; at the time that the first shot was fired, opposite to Arthur 
Morrow’s house, the Roman-catholics were following the Orange party, and no stones were 
thrown by either parly until after the first shot was fired. 

None of the pistol shots fired by the Orange party did any harm that I knew of, either to 
the chapel or the Roman-catholic party, nor did I even hear of any harm done by those 
pistol shots. 

At the time that William Wright presented the pistol at me, I was about four or five yards 
off from him, and he also filed it at the same time at me, and I was not wounded by the 
shot that he fired at me at that time. 

I cannot take it upon me to say whether there was any stones thrown from the fields at 
the Orange party that night, nor did I see Richard Murphy, son of Saunders Murphy, on 

that 
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that occasion. I did not see William Humphries, the widow’s son, of Derrymacnsh, there 
on that occasion.

He had a 
gun in his hand, and I saw him standing forenenst his father’s house on the road; I 
did not see him doing anything with the gun. I saw Thomas Humphrey, of Deryadd, at 
Mr. Forde’s avenue. He had a gun in his hand, which he fired off over Mr. Forde’s 
gate ; he was in the avenue, and he fired the gun over at the Catholic party. A boy of the 
name of Bernard MTllduff got a slug in his neck at Mr. Forde’s gate ; but I cannot say 
whether it was before or after the said Thomas Humphries had fired the gun.

Forde’s porter’s lodge; I saw two men on horseback, and when they seen me* and two 
others namely, Murty M‘Ilduff and James M'Cann, they turned back, and went up the 
embankment road towards Kin ego; we then walked on till we met William Castles, of 
Ballynarry, at Mr. Forde’s gate, with a gun in his hand ; the next man we met was Willy 
Castles, of Derrymacash, and he had a pistol in his hand, between Sammy Tates and the 
bridge • went on and met Thomas Humphrey with a gun in his hand ; we passed Thomas 
Humphrey by, and we next met Edward Murphy calling out, ‘‘Holy Saver, is there never 
a cap?” at the time he called he had a gun in his hand ; stones were thrown by the Pro- 
testant party as we passed them by ; we hadn’t long passed by when Murty^M'IldufF was 
shot by twenty-two pickles of shot in his neck ; we then got to James Walsh’s Lonen ; we 
heard that a man of the name of Murphy had been shot; we then turned and came back;

he was driving; we drove on, and when we got to Tom Hutchinson’s, I saw a man loading 
a gun there; we went on, and was in front of the drumming party, when we came to Mark 
Roney s ; when we turned the corner, I saw a man with a ragged appearance, having a pistol 
under his coat, as I thought ; it was concealed like. 

When the drumming party got to the chapel, shots were fired from that party; then the 
stone-throwing began after the shots were fired ; the stones were thrown by both parties.

stayed there a wee bit, when word came in that the people were a shooting. I came out 
towards the road, and a ball, as I thought, flew through the hedge ; the firing ceased ; and 
amongst the crowd of the drumming party that I saw on that occasion, I do not think I 
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saw Richard Murphy, Saunders’ son, but I saw William Turkington, of Derryada ; on the 
road going home, I heard shots, and music played. 

Cross-examined. — I first saw the stone-throwing at the chapel ; I was standing on the 
road, and looked back, and saw the stones thrown then.

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not a large assemblage of Orangemen in Lurgan on 12th July 1859, but there was on the 
last 12th July I860 ; on that day I saw the Orangemen enter the town of Lurgan, about 
three o’clock in the afternoon ; a very large procession of Orangemen came into Lurgan 
from the direction of Portadown ; they had drums and fifes with them ; I counted the 
drums, there were 28 drums ; I did not count the fifes, but I believe there were as many 
fifes as drums; they marched, a good many of them, arm in arm, and some took the street, 
and kept the centre of it; some of them had ribbons in their button-holes, and some of 
them had orange lilies — I mean the flower ; they played the fifes and drums coming into 
the town ; I heard one tune, which was “ The Girl I left behind me,” played. Church 
service, 1 think, was held at 12 o’clock ; I saw it in the placards ; the day was Thursday; 
I am not aware of a church service being held in the church on Thursdays, but, I believe, 
on Wednesdays and Fridays there are services held. As far as I know, I believe the service 
held on Thursday the 12th last was a special service. 

A party of Orangemen came into Lurgan at four o’clock on that morning; I 'saw them 
coming in at that hour, and they had two drums and fifes with them, and they played 
coming in; in the morning the next party came in about five, or between five and six 
o’clock; same morning it was a larger party than the previous one; they had drums and 
fifes coming into town, and they played through the town ; they came in from the direc- 
tion of Dollingstown and Waingslown, and they played round the church between five and 
six o’clock, long before the service. About 12 o’clock another party of Orangemen came 
into the town, and passed through the town in the direction of Portadown; they had 
music, also drums and fifes with them, and they played the fife and drum through the 
town. 

Flags were on the church; some six or seven flags were on it ; they were red fla^s, and 
flags with orange trimmed upon it on the church. 

1 believe it was generally known that these were Orange lodges that were coming into 
the town, and it is my belief they were Orange lodges who so came into the town on that 
day ; I calculated that, at three or four o’clock, the number of persons who followed the 
28 drums and fifes coming from the direction of Portadown, were between 5,000 and 0,000 
persons; I saw no fire-arms amongst them, but I heard some shots fired when they were iu 
the town, through different directions, out of gateways and such like ; there were 55 police- 
men in Lurgan on that day ; there are a good many Catholics resident in Lurgan ; my 
belief is, that if any rioting had taken place, there was not sufficient police force in the 
town at the time to put down or to prevent any rioting, that is my opinion. 

The parties of Orangemen who left the town on that day, left it with drums beating. 

The population in Lurgan is a mixed population, as far as I am able to judge; the Roman 
Catholics of Lurgan would not have interfered ; but if the Roman Catholics from the country 
had come into the town, then there might have been a breach of the peace. 

The Roman Catholics of Lurgan complain, and have repeatedly complained, of these 
displays. 

There were a much larger number of people assembled in Lurgan on the last 12th, then 
there had been on the previous 12 th. 

I was down in the Moyntaghs on the night of the 12th July last; I went to William 
Wright’s house, in Tamnefacarbet, on that night to arrest him ; there was a light in the house ; 
he was up and dressed at the time; I found a gun in his hand, and he was after loading 
her— a large fowling piece ; there was a cap on the nipple of the gun ; I took the gun from 
him, and arrested him, and brought him into Lurgan; and on this clay I drew the charge 
from the said gun, which was loaded with powder and large shot, and 1 believe large 
pebbles or pieces of stone off the road. I asked him what he was doing with the o- U n at 
that hour of the morning, and he said it was to protect his place or property. 

I also arrested Samuel Tate about the hour of twelve o’clock, same night; he was not 
in bed. 

In the procession which came into Lurgan, on the 12th July last, there were three men 
came into town on horseback, but I heard no party expressions on that occasion.

Murphy, who were lying in houses in Aughacommon, in said county of Armagh ; and when. 
I first saw those two men, about seven o’clock in the evening, Charles M'Cann had received 
three cmn-shot wounds, one above the right knee, the second in the right hip, which passed 
out after traversing the fleshy part of the hip, and a third wound in his left hip, the ball 
still remaining, not having yet been extracted. I consider that the life of the said Charles 
M'Cann is still in danger. 

I also visited the said Thomas Murphy on the same evening. I found him suffering from 
the effects of a gun-shot which he had received in the left side of his chest, and L have no 
doubt the ball, or pellett, or slug is still lodged in bis chest. I consider that the life of the 
said Thomas Murphy is still in danger. I have visited both of those men daily since the 
12th instant, and I consider and believe that their lives were in danger from the first, and 
that their lives are now in danger. _

Dying Declaration of Charles M'Cann. 

County of Armagh, to wit. 

The dying declaration of Charles M'Cann, of Aughacommon, in said county of Armagh, 
who says, that he has been informed by the doctor that he cannot live, and he himself 
thinks that he can hardly recover. Saith, that about half past five o’clock this evening 
two men, of the name of William Hughes and William Wright, began to squabble at Mark 
Konevs Hill, and when the drum-beating party came on to the Aughacommon Chapel, 
they fired two shots at it ; at this time the Roman Catholic party commenced to throw 
stones at the. Protestant party, and the Protestants returned throwing stones at the Roman 
■Catholics ; both parties clodded on till they came to near to Sammy Tate’s house, upon 
which the Protestant party took to firing guns and pistols, loaded with balls. The Roman 
Catholic party did not fire any shots at all. 

1 myself, about this time, was shot in the knee with a gun, by Sammy Tate, junior, who 
pointed the gun at me ; it was young Sammy Tate who shot me in the knee ; as soon as l 
got the shot in the knee I turned to come up the road towards the house, at which 
time I saw a boy of the name of Thomas Murphy shot under the arm, and he fell to 
the ground ; he called on me for God’s sake to go to lift him, at which time 1 received 
a shot from a gun, which wounded me in the hips, both hips were hit. The gun was 
fired by William Wright, of Carbet, by which I was wounded in the hips, and I saw the 
said William Wright, “with his coat off, present the gun, and fire her at. me. I was carried 
into this house, where I am now lying, and it is of the wound that I received from the gun 
that was fired by Wright, that I think I am now dying.

Stephenson 
Turkington and I heard him called Edward Murray (he was here a few minutes ago giving 
in bail) were in front of the party, on horseback. When half of the party got past the 
chapel, 1 heard a shout; “Now’s the time, come back and wreck the chapel.” I then 
came down to the road, out of the field, and there was a large tree that the gate shut against; 
I put my shoulder against the tree to see would they come back to wreck the chapel ; and 
this boy, I see him sitting here now present; I hear they call him Edward Castles; he 
snapped a pistol at me till the branches and leaves fell about my head where I was standing, 
and the smoke came round my face, and round me all. George Archer lifted a stone, and 
threw it till it struck me on the shoulder. I then stepped hack into the shelter of the 
hedge, at which time Samuel M'Keown snapped another pistol at me, the charge from 
which went beside me within half a yard or a yard into the ground. Another woman, of 
the name of Catherine Hention, who was standing in the same gate along with me the last 
charge from the last, pistol fired by said Samuel M'Keown, went between her and me. I 
then returned back into the field, when different shots were fired into the field after me, but 
I couldn’t say who fired them ; but there was a good lock there that I knew perfectly well 
by eyesight,, but I cannot mention their names.

There were two shots fired at myself afterwards ; one 
hoy fired off a pistol at me, and another boy fired off a gun a little lower down the road. 
I heard when the gun was fired a bullet swizzing or whistling by over my head. I was 
standing on the road below Patt M‘Cann’s at the time the gun was fired off at me, and it 
was near to 20 perches distance the man was off from me when he fired the gun near to 
Sam Tate’s ; it was below the school-house I was when the pistol was fired at me; it 
wasn’t a quarter of an hour hardly between the firing of the pistol first and then the gnn 
afterwards. 

Cross-examined. — I had been working in the brick -yard, and I think that Hugh M c Dowell, 
Hugh Creany, Catherine Hen-Ion, and myself, all came to the gate together ; I did not hear 
any shots fired until we got up to the gate. 

I knew Edward Castles right well before that day by eyesight; I will not venture to 

swear 
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swear it was Edward Castles who is now present who took the gun out of the cart, but I 
saw the boy visibly who did take said gun out of Abraham’s cart that evening; I did not 
see the Edward Castles now present there that day, to my knowledge.

The said deponent saith, on her oath, that I recollect the evening of the 12th July last-

on the road, and I saw the prisoner who is now present, who says his name is Edward 
Castles, put his hand into John Abraham’s cart, and take a gun out of the cart, which gun 
he immediately fired off, and the crowd shouted out “‘Well done, Castles;” he fired the 
gun off towards the chapel, but I cannot say whether it was pointed at any persons on the 
opposite side or at the chapel. Immediately after that gun was fired off, another gun or 
pistol was fired off in the direction towards where Hugh M'Dowell, Joseph Haughean, 
Hugh Creavey, and I, were all standing together at the gate ; the smoke from the discharge 
of said gun or pistol blinded me, and I couldn’t see who it was that fired in among us. 

Cross-examined.— John Abraham was beside the cart, at the side of it, and his son was 
in the cart at the time that Edward Castles put his hand into the cart, and took the gun out 
of it, which he fired off near to the chapel. I know that Castles pointed the gun towards 
the chapel from the sound of the noise. I did not see the point of the gun when it was 
fired but the gun must have been loaded when he took her out of the cart, as he fired her 
off immediately, and I cannot tell whether she was loaded with anything but powder, nor 
did I see Castles point said gun at anybody. . , t T t. j 

States, that I told the Rev. Mr. Morgan on the day after it happened that I had seen a 
boy of the name of Castles taking the gun out of the cart and firing her off. It was not Castles 
who fired the pistol off immediately after the gun was fired by Castles; it was another man, 
whom I would know if I would see him again, whose name 1 do not know at present. 

The branches were cut off the trees by the shots fired off from the pistols, and 1 was 
nearly blinded by tlie smoke which came frotn the pistol. . . , , 

I think that the shot fired by Castles out of the gun was the first shot that was fired that 
evening, as I did not hear a shot before that one, and I did not see a pistol in Castles hand 
that evening.

he sat down on a ditch on the road-side, and leaned his gun against his knee ; he then began 
to take something out of a powder horn ; I said to him it wasn’t legal to charge a gun on 
Thursday evening ; he replied, “ By God, I will shoot three or four before I go to bed. ’ I 
would not know that man again ; 1 passed on till I came to Mark Roney’s, and went into 
his shop ; I told him what I had seen the man doing with the gun, and the words I had 
heard him speak at same time. . . , .

Information of Thomas Magilligan.

The Information of Thomas Magilligan, of Hill-street in Lurgan, who saith on his oath, 
that I recollect the 12th day of July last; at that tune I lived m the town and of Bally- 
namoney, and I came into Lurgan about ten o clock m the forenoon by myself. 1 remained 
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in Lurgan until far on in the afternoon, after three o’clock, and left the town with the 
Drumoorr and Derryadd Oangemen; there were 100 Orangemen and more there at the 
time. “ I know Stevenson Turkinaton, he was on horseback in front of the party ; there was 
also another man on horseback 'in front of the crowd, whom somebody spoke to as Mr. 
Armstrong. I saw William Steenson, of Ardmore, John Greene, of Ardmore, William 
Mercer who lives on the Bay, Alexander Monaghan, who lives servant with George 
Robinson, William Hamill, of Ardmore, Samuel M'Keown, who lives on the Bay Samuel 
Pickering, Widow Humphries’s son (who is now m gaol), and Joseph Robinson, all at the 
head of the Lono- Plain; they stopped there for some time, and debated which road they 
would o-o ; they "divided, and some person in the crowd shouted out, they would blow up the 

chapel and the papists to hell before they would go home. 

The man they spoke to ns Mr. Armstrong advised them not to go to the Moyntagh Road, 
and said it was' for no good they were going that road that day ; and after he had so spoken, 
Mr. Armstrong and the Drumgorr Orangemen went off their own road towards Drumgorr; 
and about the same time there were upwards of 20 shots fired from pistols by persons in the 
crowd. I saw Joseph Robinson, with a bunch of Orange ribbons tied in his breast, with the 
crowdj and I saw him fire off a pistol and charge her again, and at same time he swore he 
would* shoot Black Morgan (meaning the parish priest, as I understood him) before he would 
go home. . , , _ 

I saw Christy Murphy, of Derryadd, beating a drum in the Long Flam ; also 1 saw 
William Castles (called Bilty Addy) beating a drum there too. At the time the person 
spnke about blowing the chapel and papishes to hell ; lie spoke so loud that all the persons 
in the crowd could hear him ; but Joseph Robinson did not speak out so loud when he said 
he would shoot Black Morgan before he would go home ; at the time the man said they 
would blow the chapel and the papishes to hell ; there was a general cheer, and shots fired, 
and then they started off as if for the chapel.

One of the party, ns they passed by, cursed the Pope; and 
I also heard a shot fired about the same time. There was a mall of the name of Robert 
Bullock in the crowd, and he appeared to' me to be striving to prevent anybody from 
insulting my house ; there was also a man of the name of Bilty Castles ; another of the 
name of Murphy (son of Saunders Murphy), he had a fife in his hand. I saw Stevenson 
Turkington and Edward Murray, they were both on horseback in front of the crowd, and 
they passed along towards Mark Roney’s ; I might have known plenty more if I had thought 
1 would have been called upon, but I took no particular heed at the time, only to those 
mentioned.

I also saw Tyne Carville, of Aughacommon (or convenient 
to the bog) among the crowd at the same time. After the crowd had passed by and gone 
on a distance up the road, I heard the shot of a pistol fired from among the crowd.

Robert Strickland Hannay, of Lurgan, in the County of Armagh, surgeon, &c., who being 
then and there duly sworn, and examined upon his oath, saith 

I have made a post mortem examination of the body of Thomas Murphy on Wednesday 
and Thursday last ; I will read my notes : “ 1860. Post mortem examination of the Dody 
of Thomas Murphy 28 hours after death.” , , 

“ 26th September. — Body very putrid, and much swollen ; skin livid, and desquamating on 
the slightest touch ; the creatives of the original wounds darker and softer than other parts 
of the chest. On removal of the sternum, the lungs swelled out so as to protrude from the 
chest. Eighth rib beneath one of the wounds ; denuded of periosteum. Alter much 
searching for the ball, 1 could not find it, owing to the difficulty in getting at the spinal 
column in the confined and dark place where I had to operate. Found a ball in the muscles 
of the left shoulder, and had to desist owing to fatigue, and the overpowering stench pro- 
ducing nausea and sickness. _ , , „ t r

“ 27tli September.— Removed the dorsal vertebra:, and found a ball.imbedded between the 
seventh and eighth vertebra, and so deep that it could not be felt by moving the : fingers 
along the surface, causing pressure on the spinal marrow at the place. The ball dioppe 
out on bending the portion of the spine forwards so as to widen the back part ot the 
spinal column.” , . r ■> . 

That is all (rue. The hall which I extracted on Thursday morning was the cause of his 
death. I saw the deceased, Thomas Murphy, on the 12th of July last, I suppose about an 
hour after he was wounded at Aughacommon, in a house near where I understood he 
had been injured. At that lime he was suffering from a gun-shot wound, about an inch 
under the lower angle of the shoulder blade. . , , . ,. r 

The bullet which caused that wound is the same which I afterwards extracted from his 
back. That wound produced paralysis of the lower extremities. I attended him from that 
day until he died. Every day but four, in all 71 days, he was always paralysed, and died 
316. D 4 on 
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on Tuesday last, the 25lh of September, at Ballinamoney, in his father’s house, where I saw 
him about’an hour alter he died, and it was his body the jury viewed last Wednesday.

The Queen v. Samuel Tate. 

I, Samuel Tait the younger, of Aughacommon, in the parish of Seagoe, in the county 
of Armagh, now a prisoner in the gaol of said county, make oath and say : That having been 
indicted tor the murder of Thomas Murphy, jointly with William and Thomas Humphries, I 
was tried alone on Monday and Tuesday the 4th and 5th instant for said murder, before the 
Honourable Baron FitzGerald, and found guilty of manslaughter. 

That I am entirely innocent of said charge, and of having been in any way concerned in 
causing, aiding, or assisting in the death of said Thomas Murphy. 

That, on the evening of the 12th of July last, between the hours of five and six o’clock, as 
I believe, I went into my father’s house, and remained there till after the occurrences had 
taken place which led to the death of said Thomas Murphy, as I have heard and believe, 
and until the disturbances that took place on that evening were entirely over. 

That on my return from Derrymacash Bog, with a foal which had been grazing there, to 
my father’s house in Aughacommon aforesaid, on said 12th of July, I. saw a crowd, 
apparently turbulent, collected near the house of Phelim M‘Cantt, between Walsh’s Loanen 
and Derrymacash Chapel. 

That, fearing from their appearance that violence would take place among them, and that 
if I should remain on the road l would be exposed to danger, I went into my father’s house, 
and determined to remain there during any disturbance that might take place, and till peace 
should be restored. 

That I accordingly did so remain in said house; that while there two men came in, one 
soon after the other, and each snatched down and took away a gun. 

That in about ten minutes afterwards I heard a report of two shots ; that on hearing said 
two shots I was greatly alarmed and terrified; and my mind in consequence being confused. 

I have no distinct recollection of what subsequently took place, until the disturbance was 
over. But I do remember giving the same account of this transaction to Mr. Hancock, of 
Lurgan, who, I believe, is a Justice of the Peace of said county, and one of the Visiting 
Justices of this prison of Armagh where I now am, when in his course of inspecting the 
same he asked me about it in my cell in said prison. , 

That said Bog of Derrymacash is on the opposite side of the road from Mr. Fordes 
demesne, and is°about 200 yards from my father’s said house, in the direction opposite to 
that of Phelim M'Cann’s house. 

That my said father is a tenant of Lord Lurgan? and that said Mr. Hancock is the agent 
who receives the rents of Lord Lurgan’ s estate, as I am informed and believe. 

That on the evening of said day after said disturbance was over, I was informed that 
Charles M'Cann, who" had been wounded during said disturbance, was about to charge me 
with being the cause of his death, which it was expected would shortly take place in con- 
sequence of the wounds received by him during said disturbance, and that the police would 
come to arrest me in the course of the same night. 

That in consequence of such information, neither I nor any of my family went to bed, 
but remained sitting up in my said father’s house expecting the arrival ot said police to 
arrest me. . ... 

That between the hours of ten and eleven o’clock of said night, said police did come to 
my said father’s house and did take me prisoner, and convey me to the black hole at the 
police barrack, in the town of Lurgan, where I was confined during said night. 

That I have been kept in confinement from said time to the present. 

That I am informed, and do believe, that James Morrow, with whom I am acquainted, 
was a witness against me, whose name was written on the back of the bill of indictment for 
said murder for which I was tried ; and that said James Morrow was examined before the 
grand jury before they found said bill of indictment, as I have been informed and do 
believe. . . . . 

That said James Morrow was not examined against me as a witness at said trial, or 
tendered by the Attorney General to be cross-examined on my behalf. 

That in said indictment I was charged with having committed said murder with William 
and Thomas Humphrey, jointly. , .. 

That said William and Thomas Humphrey have not, and as I have heard and do believe, 
will not be tried on said indictment at t lie present assizes. 

That said James Morrow, as I have heard and do believe, swore in open court before 
said Baron FitzGerald, on the trial of William Wright, for firing at and wounding; Charles 
M'Cann with intent to murder him, that he (said Janies Morrow) saw said William and 
Thomas Humphrey fire at said Thomas Murphy, when the wounds were inflicted upon him 
which caused his death; and that he, the said James Morrow, having a good opportunity 
of seeino- the shots which were fired at said Thomas Murphy, did not see me there, and

I am informed, and do believe, that said John Heyburn did make an information on 
the lSih day of July last, and swore therein that I, meaning the said John Heyburn, saw 
four or five men coming up at Tate’s house, meaning the house of my father, and they fired 
at the Catholics. 1 know two of the men, namely, Bill Humphrey, meaning the said William 
Humphrey, and Tom Humphrey, meaning the said Thomas Humphrey, who fired at that 
time ; they are both now in court, and when they fired Thomas Murphy fell on the edge of 

^Tha^ the said John Heyburn was, I have heard and do believe, examined on the trial of 
said William Wright for wounding, jointly with me, one Charles M'Cann, and that he then 
swore that he saw said Murphy shot by a man who fired at him on the footpath ; that he 
was acquainted with me, and he could not tell who the man was he saw firing said shot. 
That said John Heyburn was not examined on the part of the Crown at said trial, or tendered 
for cross-examination on my behalf. That no witnesses whose names are written on back 
of said bill have identified said Thomas and William Humphrey, except said Morrow and 
Heyburn, as deponent believes. 

I therefore do humbly submit that I ought not, injustice, to have judgment pronounced 
against me upon the verdict found against me upon said charge, until said William and 
Thomas Humphrey shall have been tried thereon, and that should their trial be postponed 
to next assizes, I ought to be admitted to bail until said trial should take place.
